Baltimore, Md., March IS. — The sVluation with 
respect to racing legislation in the ste te. which is 
pretty well muddled up at present, is likely to 1 m‘ 
cle:ired up next week. The friends of racing' are 
still confident and refuse to believe that the sport 
is to 1 m* shiiightered in the house *>f its frie.ids. 
The Hall bill, which was recommitted to the hoase 
committee Thiirsda.v. will come up f^r a hearing in 
the comniitte .Monday. Good judges say tliat tl.H* 
bill will 1m* unfavonibly reported 8 \o .5. What tin* 
house will do with it after that is doubtful, al- 
though the frifiids of racing an* not seriously 
troubled. It is lM*lieved that soni** o.ue of the senate 
bills providing for ;i state racing ca nmission and a 
revenue from racing will coip,r mit. although it 
would 1 m* no surprise if nothiug wi *re done in the 
end. 

Senator Archer, of llarfonl comity, has intro- 
duced a bill providing that the pres..*nt racing com- 
mission in his county, wliert* ILn're de Grace is 
situated, 1 m* alxilished and :t new oaie apixiinted by 
the governor and also providing f or a license fee 
of .$1,000 per day for Havre de (7race. instead of 
the i»resent tax of ten per-cent, of the gate re- 
ceipts. The iiresent commission of Harford lount.v 
is a family affair, self pe q>etuating and satisfactory 
in every particular to the Havre He Grace racing 
association.

Trainer C. E. Murray, who won four rac*«*s at 
Ju:in‘Z with Engraver out of five starts in a fort- 
night, has left El Paso for Maryland via Hot 
Springs.

Then Went East and Defeated Spendthrift in 
Two Great Races and Later On Was a 
Successful Sire. 



Louisville, Ky.. March 18. — The Kentucky Derb.v 
of 1879 marked the onl.v defeat of the brilliant race 
horse Falsetto, the greatest son of Enquirer and one 
of the shining stars of the then fashionable Ia*am- 
ington trilH*. Previous to his start in the Churchill 
Downs race. Falsetto had won his first three-.vear- 
old race, the victor.v lM*ing scored in the 1‘hoenix 
Hotel Stakes at I^exington. this start being his 
first appearance nndi'r colors, as he was not raced 
at .ill as a tw'o-. vear -old. 

The Derby of 1879 had nine starters and was run 
on Tuesday, May 20. I.,ord Murphy, having won 
early in the spring at Nashville and raced well as 
.1 two-.vear-old in 1878, was the favorite, selling in 
the unction imioIs for $1(M). to $77 for Strathmore; 
$76 for Trinidad; $48 for Falsetto; $45 for Ad;i 
Glenn and $40 for the field, which was composed* 
of One Dime, General I’ike, Bucktie and Wis- 
sahickon. 

Like as in a number of these great contests, 
Ijord Muri>li.v went to the front at once and. with- 
standing ever.v effort to head him. L*d all the w'ay, 
but barel.v won from Falsetto in a furious drive, 
the latter having overcome a lot of interference in 
the early part of the race. Strathmore made a 
strong effort for the stake in the early part of the 
running and tired in the homestretch, but Linded 
finall.v in third jilace. ’I'he race was a mile and a 
half and the time 2:37. lieing the fastest Kentucky 
Derb.v over this route until in 1886, when Ben Ali 
set the Derby record at 2:36VG- iMird Muriih.v ran 
the first mile of the race in 1:45, the pact? Iieing a 
well rated one throughout.

The winner wiis trained b.v Geo. H. Rice, and 
Shauer. who rode him. wiis a jocke.v of German de- 
scent and a noted rider of those days. I^ord Murphy 
in the fall at the Downs came out and won the St. 
Ijeger at two miles in 3:34 and was then sold to the 
late James R. Keene for $10. (HM). He was sent to 
B:iltimore b.v Keene to run in the Dixie Stakes, 
but W'as defeated b.v Monitor in that event. Keene 
sent him to England to race as a four-year-old. but 
he did nothing of note in that laud and his fame 
as a racer reall.v rests on his winning of the Derb.v 
and St. Ix*ger at the Downs. 

After his defeat in the Derby, Falsetto won the 
Clark Stakes and then was taken to Saratoga, where 
in Imth the Travers and Kenner Stakes he defeated 
the mighty Spendthrift. He was then purchased by 
the late P. I.K>rillard for $18,000 and also sent to 
England, where he never raced, breaking down in 
his preparation as a four-year-idd. It is related that 
his tri.ils in England amazed the trainers of that 
country and to this day it is a question if a lM*tter 
American-bred horse ever cantered over New'market 
heath. 

Being returned to this countrt.v. he first did 
stud duty at Rancocas Stud in New Jersey, where 
he sired the great Dew Drop when he w'as six 
.vears old and Rupert when he was a five-.vear-old. 
At the breaking up of the then Ram-ocas Stud he 
w:is purchased by A. J, Alexander of Woodburn 
Farm in this state and at that place got nian.v fam- 
ous horses, including the Derby winners Chant and 
His Emiiu'iice and such other cracks as Patron. 
Bright i’hoebus, Gascon, Kenwiwid. Farrier and 
Fordham. When Mr. Alexander died and the WimkI- 
burn Stud was disiH*rsed, Falsetto was purchased 
b.v George J. Ijong and at Bashford Manor still 
further im*reased his fame as a sire. He got there 
'I'lie Picket, winner of the American Di*rb.v and 
BriMiklvii Handicap, when he was thenty-three years 
old and Sir Huon. winner of the Kentucky and La- 
toiiia D«*rbys. when he was twenty -six years old. 

Strathmore, which ran third to L»rd Murph.v and 
Falsetto in the Derb.v of 1879. proved a brilliant 
sire, getting the American Derb.v winner Strath- 
nieath, which won $114,958 on the turf, and such 
other good racers as Damien.

Of the other lieaten horses of the Derb.v that yeab 
One Dime. Gen. Pike, Ada Glenn and Bucktie Ih*- 
canie the most distinguished, all proving later on 
tliat they possessed high racing qualities, which 
made them worthy of lM*ing Derb.v starters. 

There were fort.v-six nominations to the Ken- 
tucky Derby of 1879 and the race was worth $3,556 
net to the winner. Lord*Murph.v w:is bred in Ten- 
nessi*** and sold as a yearling for .$4)Mi. 3’he meeting 
at ('hurchill Downs that spring was of seven ra«*ing 
days. 

Time and fame have surely dealt generously with 
the track over which L»rd Murphy :ind Falsetto 
fought out their great race in 1879. In all the ups 
and downs of the turf since Churchill Downs opened 
in 1875 ever.v year the Derby h:is lH*en run. List 
year the soil of Epsom in England, where the 
Derb.v there has bi*en run for more than a i*entur.v. 
for the first time was not disturlied by the roll 
of the feet of Derb.v contestants. So at last the 
Kentucky race is now the oldest Derby which has 
to date enjoyed an unbroken history. 

It should 1 h* greater this year than ever, with a 
field to come from the great array of entries which 
have just lx*en made public b.v Secretar.v Apple - 
gate and its $10,006 in added money will make its 
value Lir in excess of the sum L>rd Murphy took 
when he >\on the event in 1879,

Hot Springs. Ark.. March 18. — In a manner that 
reflects the greatest credit upon its representa- 
tive business men. who devoted inone.v and time 
for a cause which has proved its wortli within a 
few days, this city has Iv-'en placed l>ack on tlie 
racing map and now it enjo.vs, not only the dis- 
tinction of being the leading watering place of 
the country, hut the sporting center as well. For 
the next twelve da.vs Hot Springs will bt* the onl.v 
city in North America where racing is being con- 
ducted and. while the number of visitors here now 
breaks all previous records, it is expected tliat 
they will be increased manv fold, due to the excel- 
lent manner in wliieli the “sport of kings” has iH'en 
revived in this city. 

To furnish tin* ls‘st and cleanest sport iw>ssible 
is tlie motto of the Business Men’s League and 
everylMMly is pulling together to att.iin this end. 
From the ma.vor of the eit.v. who started the ball 
rolling in favor of racing li.v proel.-iiming the open- 
ing day a half holid.iy, down to the humblest eiti- 
2011. the meeting at Oaklawn Park is receiving 
stanneli support ami tlie attendance thus far 1ms 
l>een all that could 1 m» desired. 

There is no iM'tter equipped plant for racing any- 
where. Tills was clearly demonstrated when ;i <*old 
spell struck this eit.v several da.vs after the meet- 
ing oiieiieil. The glass front to the big grandstand 
was thrown in place, the steam turnd on throughout 
th big pavilion and the patrons were as comfortable 
as if it was summer weather. The steam heat 
feature of the grandstand made a decidedl.v good 
impression on the wealth.v people who are taking 
the batlis and they were loud in their praise of such 
a well appointed race traik. 

The racing colony which held forth at New Or- 
leans all winter moved here with few exceptions 
and several, who went east following the close of 
the racing at the Fair Grounds, hurried back liore 
when they learned of the successful inauguration 
of the sport at Oaklawn Park. Tliere are plenty 
of horses on liand with which to make up tlie dail.v 
programs and. now that the other winter race tracks 
have closed, there will Ik* big additions to tliose 
already quartered at tiu* local track. The owners 
of the good horses have b«*en giving them a breath- 
ing spell after their long siege at New Orleans and 
their journe.v from the (Teseeut Pity to Hot 
Springs, but from now on judge J. B. Campbell, 
who is also acting as racing seeretar.v, will provide 
plenty of raees which will bring the better class 
of horses to the post. 

The action of the management in annonneing an 
increase in the purses so soon after the opening 

of tlie meeting, served to sliow the horsemen that 
tlie Business Men’s I>*agne desires that the.v get 
everything possible in this line and, as conditions 
warrant during the progress of the meeting, tlie 
owners will further share in the prosperity of tlie 
racing association. 

Judge J. B. Campbell is determined to rule with 
an iron hand and aii.v offenders in any resi)eet will 
meet ;i dire fate. It did not take him long to 

make his position plain and. in so doing, he let it 
Ih‘ knovi'ii that it makes no difference who the 
offender is. he is going to deal with him severely. 

Any iierson that does not like his staml can de- 

part .at his own oonvenienee. Rough riding is an- 
other thing that judge Campbell is after, and the 
boys who try wild west nieth<Mis here are sure to 
find themselves spending the greater part of their 
time on the ground. 

The riding of jockey Frank Murphy has lH‘en one 
of the outstanding features here, and this bo.v 
seems to liave taken a new lease on life. He cut 
little figure in the racing at New Orleans, bt‘eause 
of tlie restrictions that were placed upon his 
accepting niouiits, but since be bi‘gan riding at 
Oaklawn Park In* lias l>een winning with regularity, 
riding half of the card to victor.v upon one oc- 
(-asiuii. He is under contract to the racing firm of 
Weber & Ward for tliis year and will rejiart to 
his contract employers at the end of tlie local meet- 
ing. 

Far Away, H. S. Newman’s three-3'ear-old Abe 
Frank — Burnie Bnnton gelding, which Avas highly' 
regarded as a two-jear-ohl, init whieli faileil to 
show tin* form expeeteil. seems to have finalB' come 
into his own. He sliows improvement with each 
race and not 011I3’ does he possess ;i lot of earl3’ 
8i»eed, blit he hangs on unflinehingl3’ when chal- 
lenged. He was the first horse to win two races 
at the local meeting. The Newman sLible has its 
chief breailwiiiner here, I’an Zareta, and just to 
show that slie can run over any kind of a track, 
she started out at the local meeting b.v breaking 
a track record for a mile on the opt*ning da3'. 

The taUnt was confused for the first few 
days b3' the meeting of liorses from New Orleans, 
Juarez. Havana and Tijuana in the various races, 
hut it did not take tln*ni long to size np the 
ahilit.v of the racers from tin* different tracks. 
The liorses Avhich came from New Orleans nat- 
nrall3' have the largest following, l>ecauso nearl3' 
all of those in att(*inljinee at the meeting came from 
that city and liave seen these horses racing all win- 
ter. Tlie Juarez eontiiigeiit has held its own in 
several instances, however, notahly with (’arrie 
Orim* e.nd Old Boh, ;ind the <•haln•es of these two 
horses wen* highly fancied l>3' the followers who 
<•ame from the Mexican course. 

Several of the hig hotels Jien* which usually 
dosed immediately after St. Patrick’s Da.v hav(* 
aiinonnced tlieir intention this season of keeping 
open until Ma3’ 1. 'Pin* season for this <*it.v gener- 
all3’ ends between Mareh 20 and .Vi»ril .1, but this 
year the rai ing will extend it a month longer and 
this will Ik* tlie banner month of tlie entire year.

London dispatdi of 3*esterda3' says: “Marked 
slackening in the violence of the tierman assaults 
around Verdun has convinced some French military 
critics tlijit the <towii jirinee is alHUit to abandon 
the offensive. This eonvi<-tion was expn*sse<l for 
the first time jii several disp:it(*hes from Paris 
todu3’. Coupled with it was th<* hint th.at fiii.al 
defeat for the 3'»*ntons at Verdun will Ik* fidloweil 
short l.v 1»3' ;i great Frencli offenslvi*. The French 
war office toda.v reported tlie shelling of German 
treiH'hes in (’orlH*aux wood and a violent lann- 
liardineiit around Fort Vanx. Init otherwise no im- 
jMirtaiit activit3' aronml Verdun during the niglit. 
'Phe German offensive aroiiiid Verdun has slackened 
iM'canse of weather conditions, the Iterlin war otfii-e 
announced this afternoon. On 11 m? entire west front 
a thick mist has liindered operations. All I’aris 
dispatches n*ported the Germans showing less spirit 
ill attack than in the earlA' days of the Venlnn 
offensive. Some of the assaults are lM*ing made 
with little artillery prep.iration. The Germans. 
Paris reports, are not standing, ground under French 
counter attai-ks. as in the fii-st da.vs of the strug- 
gles around Donnnniont and Vanx.” 

\ Douglas, .\riz., bulletin of 3'estenlay says: 
“Fr.uieisco Villa and a large nnmlK*r of his hanclits 
liave been located near .San G«*roniim), Chihii.ahna.
